2. (Original) A pesticidal composition comprising as active ingredient at least one compound of 
formula (I) as defined in claim 1, and at least one adjuvant. 

3. (Original) A method of controlling pests, which comprises applying a composition as defined 
in claim 2 to the pests or to their habitat. 

4. (Original) A process for the preparation of a composition comprising at least one adjuvant, as 
defined in claim 2, which comprises intimately mixing and/or grinding the active ingredient with 
the adjuvant(s).

7. (Original) A method for the protection of plant propagation material, which comprises 
treating the propagation material or the planting site of the propagation material with a pesticidal 
composition as defined in claim 2.

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9. (Original) A tank mix composition comprising a pesticidal composition defined in claim 2. 
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
